dispelled by the newer “Armis­ 
tice of Munich," and clouded the 
horizon of the Americas. 
Universal Service Urged 
On a hillside splashed by bright 
autumn 
sunlight 
in 
Arlington 
cemetery near Washington, Pres­ 
ident Roosevelt laid a wreath of 
white chrysanthemums 
at 
the 
marble tomb of 
the 
Unknown 
Soldier. 
The national commander of the 
American 
Legion, 
Stephen 
F. 
Chadwick, made an Armistice Day 
rail for enactment of a universal 
service law in the United States. 
The president paid America’s 
tribute to her war dead at a time 
when army and navy chieftains 
wrere outlining the largest peace­ 
time armament budget ever to be 
presented to congress. 
Germany Has Advantage 
General John J. Pershing, who 
commanded that now anonymous 
loughboy entombed in Arlington 
and his thousands of buddles, had 
said the world situation demands 
“immediate and vigorous action" 
lest the United States encounter 
’the recent experience of England 
and France.” 
The peace of Munich— satlsfac­ 
tion of Germany, a World War 
loser, at the territorial expense of 
Czechoslovakia, born of that war 
—placed Germany in a dominant 
position in Europe. 
In 
London, 
King George VI 
bowed in the rare November sun­ 
shine at the foot of the cenotaph 
in Whitehall and placed a wreath 
of tribute to Britain’s own World 
War dead. 
Trenches 
in 
parks along the 
route of the king’s pilgrimage to 
the cenotaph still gaped as re­ 
minders of the fearful days 
of 
September before the 
pact 
of 
Munich brought what some Eu­ 
ropean leaders thought only tenu­ 
ous assurance of peace. 
Prays For Jews 
Westminster’s 
scarlet ^ robed 
dean. Bishop Paul De Labilliere, 
praved for “the Jewish people in 
their troubles.” 
British 
resent­ 
ment over the upsurge 
of 
anti- 
Semitism in Germany impeded the 
eager plans of the 
Chamberlain 
government to carry forward the 
peace of Munich. 
Clement R. Attlee, leader of the 
opposition in the house of com­ 
mons. served notice he would ask 
the government on Monday for 
information as to the disorders in 
Germany.

was attained it would not enter 
either camp. 
It asserted that the 
CIO-ALF spilt was one of the ma­ 
jor causes of “the setback suffered 
by

forces” in last Tuesday’s elections. 
The action brought to a climax 
the futile efforts of David Dtibin- 
sky. union president, to end labor’s 
civil war, which began three years 
ago.

Chicago, Nov. ll (ZP)--John J. 
“Bathhouse” Coughlin, who served 
46 years in the city council with­ 
out the inconvenience of campaigns, 
was unseated today by death. 
The career of this colorful caliph 
—ended by pneumonia in his 78th 
year—seemed almost incredible. 
The philosophical and flamboyant 
“Big Jawn." one of the last political 
bosses of the checker-vested school, 
started as a rubber in a steam 
room patronized by tipplers of a 
two-fisted 
drinking 
pra. 
He be­ 
came alderman and ruler of one of 
the nation’s wealthiest wards, “un­ 
crowned king" of his loop bailiwick, 
owner of a string of race horses, 
poet laureate of the city hall, ar­ 
biter of fashions. 
Coughlin rose, like a florid phoe­ 
nix, from the ashes of the great 
Chicago Are. 
He saved his money, 
opened a Turkish bath. 
He met 
Michael “Hinky Dink” Henna, keep­ 
er of a saloon, during the boister­ 
ous reconstruction period. 
Both 
were free-handed alms givers. They 
made many friends. 
They formed 
a Damon and Pythias political team 
within the Democratic ranks. They 
assumed control of the first ward. 
They had retained It ever since. 
“The Bath” took his place in the 
aldermanic body in 1892 
On elec­ 
tion eves the Coughlin-Kenna faith­ 
ful paraded through the ward with 
banners lettered: "Live 
and 
Let 
Live.” 
Coughlin was returned to 
the council automatically. 
Squat structures gave way to sky­ 
scrapers. 
The loop changed. 
But 
never the People’s choice. 
"Bathhouse John” was ever a con­ 
spicuous figure in the council cham­ 
ber. 
Now he wore a cutaway coat 
of gray, a green waist coat with 
orange stripes. Again he sported a 
silver-braided suit with a cerise tie. 
When he donned his straw hat, 
haberdashers proclaimed an open 
season on such head gear. 
They’re planning an impressive 
funeral for the hMerman Saturday.

Nov. 12 (Saturday) 
(ZP)— Japanese troops early today 
occupied Yochow, gateway to Hu­ 
nan province, to register a major 
gain in their drive on Okangaha, 
provincial capital. 
Battering down Chinese resist­ 
ance, the invaders 
fought 
their 
way across the walls of Yoohow 
by Moonlight. The 
victory 
gave 
them possession of an Important 
rail and river center and planed 
them within 86 milan.of Chang 
sha. 
With the fall of 
Yochow. 
the 
Japanese reported 
the 
Chlneee 
were 
withdrawing 
from 
their 
long-held Sui river line protect­ 
ing Nanchang, Chinese air base in 
Kiangsl province. 
Chinese reported that 600 Ja­ 
panese were killed in a counter­ 
attack against Maplng and block­ 
ed the invaders’ advance against 
Suihsien. 
A dispatch from Hankow yes­ 
terday said that Japaneae author­ 
ities had been instructed by Tok­ 
yo to cooperate fully with Amer­ 
ican and British efforts to relieve 
200 foreigners isolated at Kuling, 
a mountain 
resort 
130 
miles 
southeast of Hankow. 
Removal of the foreigners, in­ 
cluding 60 Americans, 
appeared 
impossible because Chinese guer­ 
rillas were operating close by and 
there were many aged persons and 
invalids among the refugees. They 
have been isolated for . months by 
the Japanese 
campaign 
in 
the 
Yangtze river valley. 
American and British authori­ 
ties had expressed fear the Chi­ 
nese might seize a two-month sup­ 
ply of food held by the foreigners.

“Hookies" were received on Octo­ 
ber 8 and following a conditioning 
^ period of ten days during which

were actually placed on th e job on 
October 19. Here again these new 
men distinguished them selves by

the first day out. 
Jack Pine was the principle tree 
species planted this fall.

Kemal Ataturk 
D 
EATH of Kemal Ataturk, president of 
Turkey, at Istanbul on Thursday serves 
to call to mind the remarkable social and 
economic changes that have been effected 
In that country during the past years un­ 
der the leadership of the late president. 
When Ataturk became the first presi­ 
dent of the Turkish republic 15 years ago, 
he launched a “Westernization" program 
that made Turkey a modern nation, with 
new' customs, institutions and other mod­ 
ern establishments. 
Modern railroads and airlines were es­ 
tablished. 
Religion was reparated 
from 
the state, courts 
and 
schools. 
Turkish 
women were allowed to banish the veil and 
cloistered life, and take their 
place 
in 
business and industry. And the men folks 
got rid of the fez, and attired themselves 
in derbies, fedoras and straws. 
New plants, turning out sugar, textiles, 
leather, cement, woodwork, cheflcals, can­ 
dles, iron and steel, make Increasing use 
of many of Turkey’s farm 
products 
and 
natural resources. Export trade has been 
expanded. 
When the first Five Year 
Plan 
was 
launched in 1934, machines, Ideas, 
and 
financial assistance were supplied by So­ 
viet Russia, Turkey’s close neighbor and 
early ally. 
Today, part of the vast program for the 
future development of the country may be 
tarried on with the cooperation of 
Ger­ 
many. Recently news reports told 
of 
a 
trade proposal offering German credit for 
building new docks and plants, as well as 
machines, ships and arms in exchange for 
Turkish commodities such 
as 
tobacco, 
fruit, and wool. 
Other credit for the work has already 
come from 
Britain, 
following 
arrange­ 
ments in london last May, 
whereby 
six­ 
teen million pounds sterling are 
to 
be 
granted In the Interests of Industrial de­ 
velopment and naval armafent. 
Of this 
sum 10,000,000 are planned for use 
In 
mining development and port and factory 
construction, to be repaid In Turkish ex­ 
ports of chrome, copper, coal, wheat, raw 
cotton, vegetables, and fruit. The remain­ 
ing amount, to be spent for military sup­ 
plies, is a loan. 
In the decade and a half 
which 
has 
passed since Its creation, the Republic of 
Turkey has signed many trade, friendship 
and arbitration treaties 
with 
neighbors 
and commercial 
associates. 
Outstanding 
was the agreement for peace and coopera­ 
tion concluded In 1933 with an 
ancient 
enemy, Greece.

Jn 1930 he was plotting to get his lost 
throne and for that reason the English 
chased him out. 
It was against the rule 
to plan against the peace of a country with 
whom Britain was on friendly terms. 
In 193 8 he is to be eagerly welcomed 
to England because Rumania Is rather 
an Important country now that Hitler has 
gobbled Austria and the Sudentenland and 
is looking with calculating eyes at the Bal 
kau lands.

MERICAN citizens, who are not bitter­ 
ly partisan In 
politics 
but 
may 
be 
counted among that 
steadily 
Increasing 
number of independent voters, are viewing 
the resurgence of the Republican party in 
this country with much satisfaction. 
The comeback of the G. O. P. indicates 
that the two-party system is still function­ 
ing, and many consider it to be the bul­ 
wark of our dcmocracratic form of gov­ 
ernment. 
A strong opposition 
to 
the 
party in power is necessary to 
keep 
the 
administration 
from 
running 
out 
of 
bounds. 
If it should ever 
happen 
that 
there would be only one party of conse­ 
quence we would eventually approach dic­ 
tatorship government. 
Walter Lippmann. 
commentator 
who 
Writes for the New York Herald Tribune 
Syndicate, has some Interesting comments 
to make on this subject in his syndicated 
column. 
Lippmann declares that if 
we 
are to preserve democracy, we must un­ 
derstand it principles. 
He continues: 
“And the principle with distinguishes it 
(rom all other forms of government 
is 
that in a democracy the opposition is not 
only tolerated as constitutional but must 
be maintained because it is in fact Indis­ 
pensable. 
“ The democratic system cannot be oper­ 
ated without effective opposition. 
For in 
making the great experiment of govern­ 
ing people by consent rather than by coer­ 
cion, it is not sufficient that the party in 
power should have a majority. 
It is Just 
as necessary that It should never outrage 
the minority. 
That means that It 
must 
listen to the minority and be moved by the 
criticisms of the minority. 
That 
means 
that its measures must take account of the 
minority's objections aud that in adminis­ 
tering measures it must 
remember 
thai 
the minority may become the 
majority. 
But political human nature being what it 
is, men dislike opposition and will not lis­ 
ten to it unless the opposition is too strong 
to he ignored. That is why 
democracies 
pay a salary to the leader of 
the 
oppo­ 
sition instead of putting him in jail. 
“ The opposition is indispensable. A good 
statesman always learns more from his op­ 
ponents than from his fert'ent supporter*. 
For hie supporters will push him to disas­ 
ter unless his opponents show him where 
the dangers are. So if he is wise, he 
will 
often pray to be delivered from his friends 
because they will ruin him. 
But, though 
It hurts, he ought also to pray never to he 
left without opponents. For they keep him 
on the path of reason and good sense. 
"The national unity of a free people de­ 
pends upon a sufficiently even balance of 
political power to make it 
impracticable 
for the administration to he arbitrary and 
for the opposition to be revolutionary and 
Irreconcilable. Where 
that 
balance 
no 
tourer exists, democracy perishes."

VOTERS GROWING TIRED OF IT 
(Milwaukee Journal) 
The country got tired of it. That is the 
story up and down the land, as it has been 
at many former elections when men 
in 
office have forgotten 
what 
they 
were 
elected for and, instead, sought personal 
advantage. 
Republican gains In congress 
and in state administrations are numer­ 
ous, but they do not give the full picture 
of Democratic losses. The narrow margin 
of Democratic victory in New' York, 
for 
instance, is a heavier blow than outright 
defeat in some far smaller states. 
Bigger promises and 
decreasing 
per­ 
formance; more and more spending and 
deficits with dwindling recovery; attacks 
on our system of 
government; 
flirting 
with dreams of im p o ssib le 
Utopias; 
ar­ 
rogance by those in office 
these are some 
of the things which sapped confidence and 
resulted in the casting of many a 
quiet 
voter's ballot for “a change.” 
If It be asked why the great difference 
since November of two years ago, two sig­ 
nificant things Hay be recalled. Foremost 
probably is the sudden recession of the re­ 
covery that reached its crest in the sum­ 
mer of 1937 and was pronounced sound 
recovery by the president 
"because 
we 
planned it that way." It wasn’t sound. Ami 
the administration’s resort, after months 
of hoping around the corner, to the 
old 
formula of new' deficits and new boondog­ 
gling said very plainly that It had no gold­ 
en secret. It had no grasp of the 
funda­ 
mentals of our economic situation; all it 
know was to take more and more of the 
national income for government while few­ 
er and fewer earned a decent Income. 
Added to that was the attack on the su­ 
preme court which had not been breathed 
by the president in his campaign of 1936. 
This was a blow to confidence in the mo­ 
tives of the New Deal. A president 
who 
was forever talking about the benefits of 
America s system of democracy had aim­ 
ed a blow at its courts He followed this 
with a demand for much of the power of 
congress. These proposals were bound to 
make people stop and think. Here was an 
administration, with powers no other ad­ 
ministration had ever had, unable to solve 
its pressing problems, yet reaching out for 
more pow'er.

strength In cong leas has resulted, but the 
changes so far r* ported there urc s.gnlfl- 
cant. A Republican gain of eight or more 
seals iu the senate puts such fantastic ef­ 
forts to seize po wet nu r omt packing and 
the straitjacket rootgaulratlon bill out of 
the picture. But tin president* personal 
lots is heavier than hie party a, 
In addi­ 
tion to the six dependable rubber stamps 
he lost in the pr marie*, four more 
are 
gone with the election. Apparently 
only 
one Democratic senator who opposed court 
packing la beaten, while court packers are

Since he returned to his 
heritage on June 6, 1930, he has won the 
confidence of a considerable part of his 
subjects.

He has seen that his 
Nazi foe, C. Codreanu, is stowed away in 
prison for ten years. 
He has made min­ 
istries feel his strong hand. 
And Just to show that he is not afraid 
that things will blow up In his absence, 
he Is coming to London and bringing his 
only son with him. 
European statesmen are beginning to 
realize that he is something more than a 
royal playboy.

hard at the king business.

Merry-Go-Round

Washington—Naturally the British are 
not admitting it, but the recent Japanese 
conquest of South China 
is 
the 
worst 
twist given the Lion's tail In one 
hun­ 
dred years. 
In private conversations with American 
diplomats, the British always have 
em­ 
phasized their economic stake In the Far 
East aa one reason they could 
not 
get 
embroiled In war in Europe. They had to 
keep the fleet free to protect the stake In 
Asia. 
This was one thing 
Prime 
Minister 
Chamberlain discussed with 
Ambassador 
Joe Kennedy before Munich. He wanted to 
know what help he could get from the U. 
S. fleet against Japan in case the British 
fleet tangled with Hitler in the North Sea. 
But since the nose-dive of British pres­ 
tige after Munich, it looks as 
if 
there 
soon would be no Empire to protect East 
of Suez. 
The new Japanese policy of 
“Asia for 
Asiatics” Is not a slogan to 
cause 
the 
British to throw their hats In the air. 
It 
already has done damage in 
the 
British 
Malays, in Burma, and is seeping into the 
minds of 300 million Hindus, already res­ 
tive under British rule. 
In other words, it looks as lf the loss of 
British prestige at Munich was far worse 
than lf the British had fought it out with 
Hitler. 
—ANTI-AMERIOAN— 
Moat Ironic aspect of the Japanese 
on­ 
rush in Asia is that it was made possible 
largely because of the double-cross hand- 
i ed to the USA by Sir John Simon— with 
the approval of the British Government. 
When the Japanese pushed their first 
conqulstadorlal feeler into Manchuria 
in 
1931, It was Sir John, then Foreign Min­ 
ister, who instructed his Ambassador 
to 
inform Tokyo that 
the 
Anglo-American 
notes of protest meants nothing, that the 
British fully sympathized with the alms of 
Nlppon’a army. 
Secretary of State Stimson at that time 
had the League of Nations, then a potent 
body, pepped up to go to town against the 
Japanese. But the British 
figured 
they 
could sell more goods to 
a 
Manchuria 
stabilised by Japanese bayonets. 
After the conquest, of course, the Japa­ 
nese froze out British business. 
Note— For years, a powerful Tory bloc 
within Britain has urged that 
Britain's 
future lay with Japan, not the USA. This 
went bo far that certain 
London 
clubs, 
crusty with tradition, admitted Japanese, 
not Americans. 
—SHEDDING BRITISH LION— 
A quick look around the world today In­ 
dicates that in certain vital 
areas, 
the 
British lion is shedding a lot of hair. 
Gibraltar — Its one-time 
commanding 
position over the entrance to the Western 
Mediterranean is now nullified by Italian 
occupation of the Balearic Isles, together 
with German-Italian artillery in the hills 
of adjacent Insurgent Spain. 
Suez—This vital entrance to the East­ 
ern Mediterranean is now jeopardized by 
hostile armies in nearby Arabia, plus 
a 
growing pro-Italian 
movement 
among 
young Egyptians, plus Mussolini's fortified 
islands, in the Red Sea. which could eaa- 
ly disrupt British communications. 
It is an unpleasant fact, but 
In 
war 
time, British shipping to 
Australia 
and 
India would have to sail via South Airted. 
Palestine today is an armed camp, with 
Italian propaganda and weapons keeping 
it that way. British hostilities against the 
Arabs have turned 
Moslem 
populations 
against the British In other parts of the 
Empire, and Mussolini knows this. 
The Anglo-Italion pact is one means of 
buying off ll Duce, and is the chief rea­ 
son Chamberlain is so hell-bent on ratify­ 
ing the treaty. 
Southwest Africa, once a German col­ 
ony, is urging a plebiscite for return 
to 
Berlin. It probably will be the first Ger­ 
man colony to go. 
—BRITISH BANKERS— 
Interesting, unrevealed fact about 
the 
Munich sell-out is that 
certain 
British 
bankers had bet money on the demise of 
Czechoslovakia by advancing 
money 
to 
German industrialists, who in turn were 
working with certain big Czech bankers. 
These Czech bankers put the pressure

pressure on Chamberlain, and Hitler put 
the pressure on both.

Fine Buffalo Head 
Given To Legion By 
2 Former Judges 


Munising, Nov. l l —One of the 
finest specimens of a mounted but 
i.alo head has just arrived in Munl< 
sing as a gift from two former 
probate judges of 
Alger 
county, 
Judge A rthur D. Wood and Richard 
W. Nebel. 
The head will be pre­ 
sented to the Roderick Prato Amer­ 
ican Legion post of Munising to be 
Kept by it as long as the American 
Legion occupies its present quar­ 
ters. 
The head was mounted by the 
Herbert Rodgers Taxidermy Studio 
of Oklahoma City, Okla. 
The his­ 
tory of the head as told by Gov­ 
ernor Marland of the state of Okla­ 
homa to Judge Wood is Interesting. 
Governor Marland informed Judge 
Wood that this buffalo specimen 
was without question one of the 
iluast specimens to he found any­ 
where in the southwest and that 
s. rom the standpoint of taxidermy 
was par excellent. 
It was a prize 
head of a herd of 318 raised on 
the W ichita National Forest, near 


C ache, Oklahoma. The buffalo was 
fourteen years old 
and 
weighed 
1750 pounds. 
From this herd the 
lecture and cast of the buffalo on 
the American flve-cent piece was 
.alien. 
A small buffalo herd was 
tarted by Oklahoma purchase and 
is now one of the largest federal 
reserves for buffalo in the United 
states. 
The buffalo was shot with 
a 48-75 Springfield army rifle and 
was killed on December 20, 1935 
It was thought by the donors that 
it would be a nice gift for the com­ 
munity who would have an oppor­ 
tunity to study and view this fine 
buffalo spemlmen. 
The specimen 
has been prepared in such a way 
that it will be moth and insect 
proof and should last for genera­ 
tions to come. 
W. J. Ely, local taxidermist, is 
in charge of the display and will 
direct the setting at the Legion 
club.

Breast-Fed Baby 
Is Most Healthy, 
Doctors Report

For generations, 
mothers ac­ 
cepted 
without 
question 
the 
statem ent of their physicians that 
the breast-fed infant had a decid­ 
ed advantage over his bottle-fed 
contemporary. It was unnecessary 
for the doctor to urge the mother 
to make the sacrifice; she was 
prepared to accept her responsi­ 
bility cheerfully. To be unable to 
nurse one’s own baby was regard­ 
ed as a misfortune, whatever the 
cause, and bottle feeding was re­ 
sorted to when all else had failed. 
Since the World W ar, however, 
women have entered on new so­ 
cial, business, professional, even 
political activities. Many tolerate 
m otherhood but are inclined to 
shirk its duties. The doctor can 
no longer assume th at the 
new 
m other will nurse her baby if she 
is able to do so. The baby special­ 
ist, in response to popular demand 
has exerted himself 
to 
perfect 
form ulas, based on cow’s milk, 
which are certainly superior to 
the older, unscientific methods of 
artificial feeding but which, nev­ 
ertheless, leave much to be de­ 
sired. 
The fact is that science, though 
it is often able to achieve appar­ 
ent miracles, can not 
duplicate 
m other’s milk and probably may 
never do so. The cow has its place 
as a wet nurse to the human in­ 
fant but it is assum ing entirely 
too im portant a role in 
modern 
child-rearing. The result has been 
shown statistically by health au­ 
thorities and baby specialists. 
Two Chicago physicians have 
reported on their study of 20,000 
infants, divided into three groups. 
In the first, or wholly breast-fed, 
the sickness rate was 37 per cent; 
in the second or partially breast­ 
fed, it was 53 per cent and in the 
bottle-fed it was 63 per cent. Of 
10,000 babies in the first group, 
only 15 died; of 8,000 in the sec­ 
ond group, 59 died and of 1700 in 
the third group, 144 died. 
The figures are comparable to 
those derived from studies under­ 
taken in England. In British in­ 
dustrial towns, it is said, where 
m others must return to factory 
employment as soon 
after 
the 


birth of their baby as is possible, 
artificial feeding is the rule. And 
in these areas, according to health 
officers, 
300 of every 500 Infant 
deaths might have neen prevented 
by breast-feeding. 
Dr. J. C. Spence, famous baby 
special, asserts that the mother 
who nurses her child is much bet­ 
ter off physiologically and men­ 
tally than one who does not.

The Last 20 Years 


Despite Chaos Since Armistice, Masses of Peo­ 
ple Are Better Off Than Before War 


(This is the fourth of five

IO years since the Armistice.)

The pre-World War world believ­ 
ed pretty strongly in two things: 
(I) That private ownership of the 
means of producing things, 
and 
private management of their pro­ 
duction in free competition led to 
the best resulta for most men. (2) 
That the freest possible exchange 
of these goods between countries 
with certain tariff 
restrictions! 
would make for the 
welfare 
of 
peoples and better world 
under­ 
standing. 
Both assumptions 
have 
been 
challenged, 
the first by the rise 
of socialist 
and 
quaai-socialiat 
economies, the second by the idea 
of national self-sufficiency. 
First fruits of the World War 
were the Russian revolution, and 
the first widespread attem pt at a 
socialist state. Foreign debts were 
repudiated 
and 
foreign invest­ 
ments and property confiscated by 
Russia without compensation. The 
particular socialist sect called the 
Communists took charge of the 
experiment. 
Aft®p 20 
years 
the

world Is scarcely Ieee divided than 
e capitalist as to the success of 
e Russian experiment. But there 
stands, 
and the IO 
post-war 
years have thus been the 
first 
great challenge to the individual­ 
istic and privato-ownerahlp 
prin­ 
ciple, at one-time viewed as 
the 
cosiest word in progress. 
The debt-repudiatlon 
of 
the 
Russian revolution was a mere 
forerunner of a series of repudia­ 
tions by the greatest world pow­ 
ers. 
Germany, saddled with a huge 
reparation bill, soon fell down on 
payments, despite several down­ 
ward revisions. Even French 
oc­ 
cupation of the Rhineland in 1923 
as a retaliation for failure of rep­ 
arations did not solve the 
prob­ 
lem. The Germans could not pay 
(as many economists Insist) 
or 
would not pay (as others believe), 
hut at any rate they did not pay. 
This disease was catching. 
Of 
the billions loaned by the United 
States to 
governments 
in 
the 
World War, 
almost nothing has 
been returned. 
Cuba is the only 
country which paid IU debt 
in 
full; Finland is the only one that 
has kept up its payments. 
Even after funding the debts, 
l l billions of dollars 
are 
now 
generally regarded as beyond re­ 
covery. 
Following Russia's 
revolution, 
the revolutions in Germany 
and 
Italy, though they spawned a dif­ 
ferent order than that of Russia.

produced economic 
orders that have points sim ilar to 
it. In these countries, as in Rue 
sis, control lf not actual

Such regimes naturally

duced a new 
order

Because all deal­ 
ing was centered in each case in 
a central government,

For various reasons, m ilitary and 
political, each country 
tried 
to 
produce what It needed, with 
as 
little trade as possible. Surpluses 
were dumped on the world mar­ 
ket regardless of cost, 
throwing 
out of gear the economies of those 
countries which were still 
oper­ 
ating in what had been a 
com­ 
paratively open 
market. 
Totali­ 
tarian countries found an advan­ 
tage In International trade because 
they eould deal, 
subsidize, and 
high-pressure buyers and 
sellers 
on a scale impossible to countries 
whose trade was being carried on 
by individuals. 
Money lost some of the mean­ 
ing it had to the pre-war genera­ 
tion. Russia and Germany swept 


the boards clear and began ovor 
again 
after Inflations that 
de­ 
stroyed all values, 
all 
savings. 
France three times devalued 
Its 
money, reducing savings by that 
much. Even in the United States 
it was conceded that dollar 
de­ 
valuation In term s of gold though 
it repudiated the government's ex­ 
pressly-pledged word, 
was 
best 
for the great 
majority 
of the 
people. 
Eight years of grinding depres­ 
sion failed to swing the great ma­ 
jority of American 
sentiment 
away from Individual ownership 
and enterprise. 
But the swing to­ 
ward centralisation was marked. 
Labor, always before the World 
War hostile to any 
government 
dictat'on of working conditions, 
turned to the NKA, the National 
Labor Relations Act, and to Wage 
and Hour legislation for security 
in addition to its own bargaining 
and organisational power. 
People generally have turned to 
their federal government for help 
as never before. 
That Includes 
elderly people who want pensions, 
World W ar veterans who 
aahed 
and got a billion and a half-dollar 
payoff, bankers who wanted loans, 
farmers who wanted higher prices, 
railroads which wish to be saved t 
from bankruptcy, local communi­ 
ties which want roads, 
schools, 
bridges and a myriad of 
public 
improvements, 
hut which can’t 
pay for them. 
Result: In 
July, 
1914, the Agriculture Department 
had 16,000 employes. Today it hat 
75,000. 
This Increasing centralization is 
reflected 
in 
the 
government’s 
financial 
position. 
Before the 
World War, 
the 
United 
States 
owed debts abroad. 
The whole 
public debt was less than a 
bil­ 
lion dollars. 
European creditors 
immediately sold their U. S. hold­ 
ings to buy war supplies, Amer­ 
ica began loaning abroad, 
bor­ 
rowing from her own people. War 
debts rose to 24 billion, were cut 
to 16. Now depression debts rise 
toward 40 billions, and no end in 
sight. 
National 
budgets 
which 
used to show a small surplus each 
year now run billions In the red. 
MASSES 
BETTER OFF 
Yet in all this change, and even 
with 
unemployment a 
world 
problem, a survey by the League 
of Nations finds that the masses 
of people are better off than they 
were before the World war. From 
the Italian peasant to the unem­ 
ployed British workman in Birm­ 
ingham, standards of living 
are 
slightly better. The shoeless and 
ragged children common in 
pre­ 
war days are today the rule in no 
modern country. A rising 
stand­ 
ard of living 
for 
the 
average 
workingman and his family, and 
especially for youth, is the active 
concern of democracy and dicta­ 
torship, of capitalist and socialist 
stats.

In Maintaining Deer 
Herd, Experts Claim

ert Fechner, director of the Civil­ 
ian Conservation Corps, reported

sanctuaries for wildlife purposes 
in state parks from 1933 to June, 
1938. 
The largest number of lake and 
pond development projects were 
in Illinois, Ohio, Texas, and Iowa. 
Lakes or ponds also have been 
built in 24 other states, including 
Michigan. 
A general improvement program 
had been carried out in 777 state 
parks since 1933

Perhaps 
the 
three 
greatest 
controlling factors in maintaining 
a largo deer population are food, 
food and food. 
Unquestionably many 
sports­ 
men will go to bat against 
the 
contention that food is such an 
all important factor. 
But after 
all, food is the prime 
requisite 
governing the complex function 
of life and growth. 
Hunting re­ 
strictions and regulations, in ad­ 
dition to predator 
and 
disease 
control are of 
course 
essential 
factors. 
But yet these latter con­ 
trol measures are mainly immedi­ 
ate aids and In no means a posi­ 
tive cure-all for an ailing game 
crop. 
The game experts consider en­ 
vironmental improvement aa the 
major cure-all. 
And an adequate 
food supply is a part of this en­ 
vironmental improvement. 
The 
significance of a good food supply 
is cleanly related 
in 
the 
past 
trends of the increased deer pop­ 
ulations. 
According to the accounts 
of 
the old-timers, deer were more or 
less of an oddity, 40 to 60 years 
ago. 
At least this is the opinion 
of the early settlers In parts o f1 
the upper peninsula. 
It was not 
until the lumberman’s axe 
had 
opened up 
the 
dense, 
mature 
stands of timber that range con­ 
ditions became favorable for sup- 
porting a fair number 
of 
deer. 
With the increase of logging op­ 
erations, the subsequent 
vegeta­ 
tive growth on the cut over lands 
became ideal for supporting 
an 
increased deer population. 
Although the number of 
deer 
have been on a steady increase 
since the turn of the century, the 
possibility of continued increase 
has perhaps reached its 
zenith. 
Now the problem is retrogression 
in numbers rather than progres­ 
sion. 
The Michigan Conservation De­ 
partm ent estimates that 60 per­ 
cent of the state’s area, or 84,- 
600 square miles of land Is suited 
as deer country. 
Upon such a 
basis, each deer has an average 
of 26 acres, on whjch it can feed, 
range and perpetuate 
Its 
like. 
However, this is just one side of 
the picture, or the summer phase. 
At the present time, there appears 
to be no justification for immedi­ 
ate concern of over population on 
the summer ranges. 
But of course Michigan is no 
land of everlasting summer. When 
the snow begins to deepen, a new 
and precarious 
prob'.em 
arises. 
For It is during tho winter months 
that the deer are forced to con­ 
centrate, or yard up 
in 
areas 
which afford the most desirable 
chances for food, and protection 
from the winter storms. In Mich­ 
igan, it is the swamp lands which 
Ritard the most ideal habitat for 
this great battle against the ele­ 
ments and starvation. 
During 
the 
severe 
winter 
months, the deer have no oppor­ 
tunity to roam at large, no feed 
whenever their fancies 
dictates. 
They are compelled by physical 
handicaps to concentrate in yards, 
and there wage the greatest of all 
battlea-survival of th# fittest. 
The “Bottle Neck” 
H. D. Ruhl, of the Conserva­ 
tion Department has aptly called 
the winter yards, 
“the 
bottle­ 
neck’’ of the deer range. 
He fur­ 
ther states that the number and 
condition of the winter deer yards 
are the limiting factor as to the 
number of deer that a region will 
support. 
Just what does 
this 
“bottle­ 
neck” amount to? 
In actual fig­ 
ures it amounts to this; at the 
very greatest, only IO percent of 
the total deer range Is suitable 
for winter use. 
Or 
in 
other 
words, the winter range is 
re­ 
duced to approximately 2,208,- 
000 acres, or an average of 2.5 
acres per deer, compared to the 
25 acres per deer during the sum­ 
mer months. 
Without over tax­ 
ing the imagination, a person can 
readily understand the acuteness 
of the winter food problem. 
Regretable as it may be 
the 
winter food problem runs 
into 
further complexities. 
The Con­ 
servation Department reports 
a 
still further 
serious 
condition; 
namely, the condition of that re­ 
stricted IO percent of the winter 
range. Regarding this, the state’s 
game technicians have classified 
the winter ranges according 
to 
their general utility as suitable 
yarding areas. 
Such a segrega­ 
tion indicates that the following 
conditions exist:

Feeding Experiments 
These feeding experiments con­ 
firmed the belief that the most 
cherished of all winter foods is 
white cedar browse. It was found 
that four and one-half pounds of 
cedar browse a day, kept the deer 
in good condition. 
While seven 
pounds of a combination diet, con 
slating of 
white 
cedar, 
white 
spruce, balsam fir, black aah, yel­ 
low birch and red-oaie dogwood 
was needed to keep the 
expert 
mental deer in a strong and heal­ 
thy condition. 
Seven pounds of browse a day; 
on a state wide basis the 
dally 
consumption of browse would ap­ 
proximate 3,000 tons. 
An aver­ 
age acre of winter yard contains 
in 
the 
neighborhood 
of 
300 
pounds of browse which la avail 
able for consumption 
by 
deer. 
Therefore, 
it 
requires 
30,000 
acres to supply the dally needs 
of the state’s deer herd. 
And to 
continue this a bit further, It is 
found that the total yarding area 
throughout the state is sufficient 
to carry the deer herd for only 73 
days, assuming that the deer is a1 
lowed his seven pounds of browse 
a day. 
Of course 73 days falls 
considerably short of seeing the 
deer through the critical winter 
months. 
What happens when the supply 
of suitable browse becomes ex­ 
hausted? 
The deer are forced to 
browse on vegetation which is low 
in nutritious value. 
The 
deer 
might actually stuff themselves 
on these inferior foods and yet 
perish of m alnutrition and star­ 
vation. 
This seems to be 
para­ 
doxical. 
But suppose, that you 
were compered to eat nothing but 
radishes and pop corn. You could 
actually stuff yourself, and yet lf 
there was not meat and potatoes 
in your diet you would soon per­ 
ish. 
Timothy hay, the food used ex­ 
tensively by well meaning sports­ 
men organizations for emergency 
feeding was found to be very un­ 
satisfactory as a deer food. The 
deer, displayed a finicky tenden­ 
cy and ate only the choice heads 
and 
leaves. 
However, 
when 
cracked corn was added 
to 
the 
hay, material gains were noticed 
in the vigor and health of the ani­ 
mal. 
However, there are numer­ 
ous 
features 
which 
discredit 
a corn-hay ration as 
a 
worthy 
food for emergency feeding. 
Cod Liver oil, the acclaimed 
cure-all for many human ailments 
proved to be a delectable tid-bit 
for the experimental deer. 
For 
Invariably the deer would nose 
out the cedar boughs which were 
flavored with a dash of cod liver 
oil. 
The results obtained from feed­ 
ing the various browse species in­ 
dicated that, for the most part, 
the unsatisfactory foods consisted 
of 
vegetation 
which 
was 
not 
especially palatable to the deer. 
However, in 
some 
cases 
even 
though the deer took the browse 
readily, as in the case of hard and 
soft maple, it apparently was not 
nutritious enough to maintain the 
animals. 
For all the diets listed 
as unsatisfactory, the animals lost 
weight rapidly and some perished 
from malnutrition. 
Do Not Move Freely 
Undoubtedly many 
sportsmen 
have observed, 
while 
tramping 
through the woods, that 
some 
swamp areas are 
very 
lightly 
browsed and contain an abund­ 
ance of food. 
While a few miles 
away, other yards are practically 
depleted of available browse. The 
logical conclusion is, that the deer 
will move from the poor yards in­ 
to the good areas. 
This apparent lack of coopera­ 
tion on the deer’s part is further 
complication in 
effective 
game 
management. 
For as a rule, the 
deer do not move freely from one 
yard to another. 
It

found through various deer tag­ 
ging studies that deer possess a

OUTLOOK GOOD 
FOR BUSINESS

New York, Nov. l l (AP)— Wall 
Street and Washington economists, 
with few exceptions, are looking 
for continuing business recovery, 
at least into the spring, with pros­ 
pects for further gains regarded 
as “good”. 
While there is general reluct­ 
ance to try to look farther ahead 
than six months, some think the 
outlook for an upward cycle last­ 
ing “a couple of years” or more 
are very hopeful.

state; de-population by more lib­ 
eralized hunting regulations,

starvation. 
Many sportsmen are a bit prone 
to consider the winter food prob­ 
lem in nothing more than a cas­ 
ual manner. 
In fact, many cling 
to the belief that deer, like goats, 
can eat anything and still prosper. 
Actually though, 
it 
has 
been 
found that deer have 
a 
rather 
confined diet preference. 
During 1937, the game division 
of the Michigan Conservation De­ 
partm ent initiated a 
series 
of 
deer feeding studies at the Cusino 
same area. 
The purpose of those 


not too well understood homing 
instinct confines the deer to par­ 
ticular yards regardless of food 
conditions. 
The real reason for 
this lack of mobility is not thor­ 
oughly 
understood. 
Perhaps 
though, deer, like some humans 
hate to flounder belly-deep in the 
snow. 
Even though their cup­ 
boards are bare they prefer to lie 
in, and wait for some form of re- 
lief to cross their threshold. 
Winter starvation In deer herds, 
like military combat in 
human 
society, saps the young blood of 
the respective groups. Ninety per 
cent of starvation losses are eon- 
fined to the current season’s fawn 
crop. 
Of course this means only 
one thing, a serious depletion i t 
potential breeding stock. 
The explanation for this high 
mortality in the fawn crop Hag 
in the fact that the little ones are 
unable to reach 
to 
comparable 
heights with the older mature ani­ 
mals. 
This 
physical 
handicap, 
together with a lack of fat reserve 
and vitality, finds nature’s law, 
the survival of the fittest, 
con­ 
stantly at work In the over con­ 
centrated, browse depleted deer 
yards. 
The nadir of wretchedness re­ 
sulting from 
m alnutrition 
and 
starvation, often time has little 
or no effect on some of the so 
called sportsmen and devout con­ 
servationists. 
For it is these two 
groups who protest the loudest, 
and throw up their hands in holy 
horror when a proposal Is offered 
to allow the snooting of either 


a reasonably balanced price struc­ 
ture. There Is an absence of spec­ 
ulation which might throw things 
out of balance.”

An undetermined num ber were 
arrested in tonight's secret police 
raids among the upper 
Jewish 
classes. Jews estimated between 
700 and 
1,000 had been taken 
into custody in Berlin since yes­ 
terday. while further arrests in 
Munich brought the total there to 
an estimated 1.400. Several thou­ 
sand more were reported in cus­ 
tody in various other 
parts 
of 
Germany. 
A 
trainload of approximately 
800 Jewish prisoners left Vienna 
tonight for an undisclosed destin­ 
ation. 
Official 
information wait lack­ 
ing lint it was understood 
they 
were being transported to a Ger­ 
man concentration camp, possibly 
Dachau or Buchenwalde. 
The Berlin roundup centered on 
former big business men recently 
forced out of business, and upon 
hankers, lawyers and doctors. Po­ 
lice called at their 
homes 
and 
took those they found. Wives in 
some well-known families 
said 
their husbands, 
fearing 
arrest, 
had left yesterday for unknown 
havens. 
May Establish Ghetto 
There 
was 
uncertainty over 
what would la* done with the pris­ 
oners. Officials said they did not 
know. 
Some 
sources said they 
would he placed in barracks as 
the first move toward 
re-estab­ 
lishment of tin* ghetto, a special 
section of a city set 
apart 
for 
Jews only, in which all Jews must 
live arid do business. 
Other reports were that the up­ 
per class prisoners would be lent 
to concentration camps. 
The 
doom of Jewish business 
throughout Germany appeared to­ 
night to be one result of yester-1 
d a y ’s wholesale destruction by an­ 
gry crowds. Today Jewish stores 
one after another passed into non-! 
Jewish, or “ Aryan,’’ hands in one 
form or another. 
Goebbels announced the expect­
